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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


SOVIET Grain Harvest Nears Completion. Small grains and pulse crops 
were cut from 101.9 million hectares as of September 26, according to the 
Soviet central press. That is 93 percent of the area devoted to those crops 
this year. Threshing was completed on 100.9 million hectares. A year ago, 
when the harvest was delayed by heavy rains, 95.7 million hectares were 
threshed as of September 28. In 1986, the comparable figure was 105.3 million 
hectares. 
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PORTUGAL To Speed Private Grain Imports. The European Community (EC) 
and Portugal have agreed to accelerate one aspect of Portugal's accession to 
the EC by allowing private importers to participate equally with the 
government in the importation of grains. As of Jan. 1, 1989, all grain 
imports, including those by the government, will be subject to an import 
levy. This change will likely increase the portion of grain imports by the 
private sector. The gradual increase of Portugal's import levies to the same 
levels as the rest of the EC by 1991 will put grain imports from third 
countries such as the United States at a competitive disadvantage to 
non-levied, non-grain feed ingredients and, ultimately, to EC grain imports. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


SOUTH KOREA Approves Oil Blending. South Korea recently approved the 
blending of edible vegetable oils, clearing the way for higher<imports of palm 
oil. Annual domestic use of vegetable oil in South Korea is about 400,000 
tons, which includes about 200,000 tons of both soybean oil and’ palm oil. 
South Korea is largely dependent on imports of Malaysian palm oil and BS. 
soybeans to meet its domestic edible oil needs. About 1 million tons of U.S. 
soybeans are imported annually by South Korea. te r 
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PERU'S Imports of Soybean Meal Continue To Rise. Due to an expanding 
domestic poultry industry, Peru authorized the import of 180,000 tons of 
soybean meal in 1988, an increase of almost 50 percent over 1987 import 
authorizations. As of September 15, Peru's soybean meal purchases totaled 
145,325 tons, including 45,478 tons from the United States, 45,000 tons from 
Brazil, 35,000 tons from Paraguay and 19,845 tons from Bolivia. However, 
Peru's worsening economic situation and resulting decrease in consumer demand 
for poultry has lowered year-end meal requirements. This is expected to 
reduce actual 1988 imports of soybean meal to about 165,000 tons. In 1987, 
Peru imported about 120,000 tons of soybean meal, with about 50,000 tons 
coming from the United States. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


SWEDEN's Dairy Industry Down in 1988, May Expand in 1989. For 1988, 
milk output in Sweden is forecast at 3.47 million tons, slightly less than 
last year according to the U.S. agricultural attache in Stockholm. The 
decline is largely due to Sweden's two-price system for milk which provides 
strong disincentives for over-production. That system will be dropped by 
mid-1989 and production is expected to increase; a milk production increase of 
2 to 3 percent is forecast for next year. With slightly less milk available 
in 1988, butter production is forecast to decline from 64,000 to 63,000 tons, 
while non-fat dry milk output declines from 46,000 to 39,000 tons. On the 
other hand, 1988 cheese production is forecast up 5 percent from last year's 
output of 107,0000 tons. With the forecast of more milk in 1989, output of 
cheese is forecast to be essentially unchanged while butter and non-fat dry 
milk increase by 5 and 30 percent, respectively. 
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Dairy Production Increases in NEW ZEALAND. In New Zealand, milk 
output in 1987/88 (June/May) was 7.85 million tons, 8 percent above drought- 
reduced 1986/87, but 5 percent below the record of 1985/86, according to the 
U.S. agricultural attache in Wellington. Milk cow numbers were down in 
1987/88 and are forecast to remain unchanged in 1988/89. Milk production in 
1988/89 is forecast to be slightly larger due to increased output per cow. 
With more milk, output of cheese was up 14 percent to 129,000 tons in 1987/88 
with a 5-percent increase forecast for 1988/89. Output of butter was reported 
at 279,000 tons, up 12 percent, but a small decline is forecast for 1988/89. 
Production of non-fat dry milk in 1987/88 was 198,000 tons, up 14 percent; a 
small decline is forecast for 1988/89. 


FRUITS 


BRAZIL'S 1988/89 Sao Paulo Orange Crop Projected Down 5 Million 
Boxes. The U.S. agricultural officer in Sao Paulo projects the 1988/89 orange 
crop in that state at 225 million (40.8 kilogram) boxes compared to 220 
million for 1987/88. Production was originally expected to be higher for 
1988/89, but dry weather and insect infestation (acaro de leprosis) caused 
fruit to fall prematurely and damaged tree branches. About 50 percent of the 
crop is harvested. If dry weather persists, 5 to 10 million more boxes could 
be lost and irregular flowering could reduce production in 1989/90. 
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Moderate Increase Forecast for NORTHERN HEMISPHERE Table Grape 
Production for 1988. Commercial table grape production in the Northern 
Hemisphere is expected to show a small increase over 1987 due to favorable 
crop prospects in North America, Japan, Greece and France. Mexico is expected 
to harvest a sixth consecutive record crop due to a combination of excellent 
growing conditions, a 2-percent expansion in harvested area and the continuing 
trend away from production of wine grapes toward grapes for fresh 
consumption. Although official estimates of the U.S. table grape crop are not 
available, current assessments, based on yield surveys, indicate production in 
1988 should exceed the 1987 volume of 649,800 tons. The Japanese crop also 
shows some potential for increase despite minor area reductions and quality 
problems. These gains, together with the bumper crops currently being 
forecast in France and Greece, are expected to offset weather-reduced harvests 
in Italy, Spain and Yugoslavia.

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Moderate Increase Forecast in NORTHERN HEMISPHERE Deciduous Fruit 
Crops. Commercial production of deciduous fruits in the Northern Hemisphere 
is expected to total 31,034,400 tons, up 4 percent from last season and 
potentially the largest combined output since 1984, (Deciduous Fruit category 
includes apples, pears, apricots, cherries, peaches and nectarines. Data for 
fresh plums and prunes no longer compiled.) Most of the increase hinges on 
the performance of crops throughout Europe where current projections point to 
seasonal gains for all deciduous fruits except cherries. The downturn in 
output forecast for North America stems mainly from smaller crops in the 
United States where the bright spot is the bumper peach/nectarine crop. In 
Asia, Japan's overall total for deciduous fruits is up primarily due to a 
near-record crop of apples.
